= GA hereJaſertedy _- £.' <6 : 
This Bracy wasa perſon of good repute, Tiving inthe Coun- 
ty of Tork ; but for ſome-rime had deſerted his own Houſe and 
D xelliog, betaking himſelf _ tg live abroag 7t all places which 
pave hima (afe Protection 3 ben reputed as Captain or Ring- 
leader of the whoſe Gang, which conſiſted of Richard Pigga 
of Derby, Roger Brook ſhaw of Heaze, Mr. Gerrat, and one Fobs 
Barker,- #1/Gam- Loc, 7 bn .-Roobotton,, Thomgs Ouldome. 7 
| Balgr, Daniel Buck, Thomas Gillat and.one Smedley ; all. 
the ſame County, who aliſted and tollgwed Mr.” Bracy in the 
performing thele following Murders and Robberies. About 
$ Months ago. the ſaid perſons taking the* 4dyifitage of a 
dark night, and, being prepared with Inſtruments for their pur- 
poſe, broke open the Houſe of Captain Foby Munday Eſquire, 
near the/Town of Derby, ata placexalled Morton ; where they 
- took away to the value of 12cp poungs in Gold and Silver, be- 
ſides a great . quantity cf Plate, binding the Eſquire and all 
©. his Family ip their Beds, and uſing great inſolencies by threats, 
ro make them confeſs their Treafures, which they, obtained and 
ſecured at the preſent... Same two Months after the ſame Per- 
ſons meets a Wagon paſting betwixt the Mart of Lexton, near 
Nottingham and | the Town: of Newark in the ſame County ; 
5n which there were ſeveral ſmall Barrels oft Money,and others 
of Gold Lace 3 which they feiſed, and{ecuring the Waggoner, 
with Batchets and other Ioſtruments, they broke up the Barrel- 
Heads, taking away the value of eighteen hundred pounds. , 
which they divided, and ſo diſperſt, 'only Pigger, Buck, and 
Ryley went ſtraight to the Town of 'Oetbrook near Derby, where 
theHue: and Cry coming, Buck and Ryley were taken, bur 
Pigger'made his eſcape, leaving much of the Lace behind him, 
Buck and Ryley wasthen carried before a Juſtice, and aftet:Ex- 
amination, were commitred to the Goal; and at the Afﬀizes 
received the reward--of -their Crimes by hanging; The reſt of 
rhe.Company continuing their former praftiſes, Broke open the 
Houſe of the "Lady Fane Seroop, at the Town of EwverSton, ' 
four. Miles from Nottingham, where they. took away in mone*ys 
ſix handred:pound*,. mifting of three or four thoulards, by be- 
ing one day too forward 1n their Actions, Upon the dilmiſling 
of this Booty, -one of the Company and Bracy falling ar

differerice ) they had a ſmall Combate with their Swords: his 
. other cutting the Throat of a Mare. that. Bracy rode upon ; 
which for (wiftne(s and goodneſs was hardly to be -compar'd in + 
England, Bracy alone committed two. more -{mal{ Robbeeies; 
but the next Deſigns was upon the Houſes of Squire Gilbert, "at 
a place called Locks, ſome three miles from! Derby, and' te 
Houſe of Mr. Garland at the Town of Lenton, near Nottingham, 
but was: prevented by their being apprehended, and zfterwards 
Fryed- as followeth ; only Bracy who dyed in his Bed : tis 
Wife keeping an loa of ſome Note, Norcthward from Nettinige 
bam ſome twelve miles, he receives News of her Death, which. 
obliges him to go. home rv ſee his Children, and what Fftate 
his Houſe was left in, upon his being there, one of hjs Servants 
betrays-him, by informing the next Juſtice, who raiſes the Coun 
ery and: beſers the houle, one of his Sons cells him he heard a noiſe 
abour'the Honſe , which made- him-look our, and  baving his 
Horſe in the houſe, he leads him into a back- -yard, and offers to 
Leap him over a: high Pail, bur he twice refuſiog, ir the interini 
one of the Appreheaders ſhoots and kills his Horſe, which made 
Bracy ftill more delſperaze, as reſolving nat to be caken, but bes 
ing ſhot with another Buller, he maintained a Fight with his 
Sword, til] he was mortally wounded, and then the Country-. 
men left him, he was carried to a Bed in his own Houſe and 
there dycd. [Three more of the Company belerts two Gentle-, 
men in Needwood-Forreſt. bidding them ſtand and' deliver their 
Money, which they refuſing and making reſiſtance, they ſhor 
one of them but the other with his Piftol and Card made a 
brisk refiſtance,t1!] one of the Thieves coming behind him, with 
a Back Rapier Runs. him through the Body which Adi. 
on, they ſince confeſſed, being Apprehended for Clipping of 
Moneys i in Derby, and now this Jaſt Aliizes tryed and Execu-. 
ted. Their Confeſſions of which is as followeth. They had 
' a Honſe in Derby at the Sign of the Cock near St. Michaels 
Church, kepr by one Widdow Maſſey, where they had their 
Inſtruments for Clipping and Filing of Moneys, which they had 
uſed for-many years, having moneys giving fix pounds in the 
hundred for two Months, of ſeveral Men of note in the ſame 
Town, who conſtantly ſupplied them with Mony, which they 
Clipped ard rerurn'd 'again.. The Widdow and her Son in 
Eaw,: one Job! Baker, Conteſled they had 'in' one Night "red

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ped and finiſht one hundred pounds 3 this Diſcovery being thus 
brought forth, the beforementioned Priggen coming up: Lon- 
don, was Arreſted upon an Attion of Debt, and being in hold, 
was accuſed as a Robber, but upon the promiſe of his Pardon, 
| he with one Gerrat before nained, confeſſed all the forementions 
' ed Robberies, with this AQtion of Clipping, upon which theſe 
Men were Apprehended, and young Baker pives the Relation, 
that one Sammuecl Baker his Uncle, one Luke Onldome, Benja. 
man Ouldam and one Ne/h, was concerned with them as: Work- 
kers in Clipping and Filing. returning their- Clippings melted | 
into Bullion, to a Goldimith in London, who upon the Difco- 
very denied he ever knew any 'of chem. Fhe Widdow and her 
Son having a Boy about ſome fitreen years of Age, which was 
a Servant, that knew many of their Ations, they Murdered him 
and hid him in a Vaulr,. and afterwards made their eſcape with 
one Widdow Roſe of Lenton , near Nottingham , who : enters: 
tained them. Piggen and Baker-xeceived their Pardons, the 
reſt were Executed according to their Sentence. Ar the place 
of Execution they ſeemed very penicent, confefling their Fats 
as is hererelared, whichis afficmed by ſeveral who heard both 
their Tryals and Confefftors. |
